CAMPS AND MILLS

'GOES IN EFFECT TODAY

|
United States Takes Over Milling and
Logging in Northwest,

Effective today, absolute control of
the lumbering industry In the states
of Oregon and Washington will be
taken over by the government, and
all the logging camps and mills will
K0 on the basle eight hour day. The
jsnnouncoment relative to this pro-
igram of the government was made
Wednesday night by Col, Brice P,
Disque, who had just returned from
Washington, to the lumbermen of
Oregon and Washinglon, who were
holding o conference in Portland,

There secms to be a misunder-
standing as to whether the order
applied to the fir industry, so the
Mist telephoned to the Menefee Lum-
ber Company in Rainier, the Beaver
Lumber Company at Prescott and tha
general manager of a large lumber-
ing concern In Portland, All of them
steted they had recelved orders to
operate todey on an eight hour hasis,
Later In the day H, F. McCormick,
manager of the St. Helens Lumber
Company and the Columbia County
Lumber Company, received a like or-
der, so these concerns will be oper-
ated under the new schedule today.

Thae Mist also called up Major
Stearns, in the office of Colonel Dis-
que, and he said that not until next
week could his office give any further
details, but the wage schedule and
othér necessary arrangements would
he fixad by the government. In all
logging camps a uniform charge for
hoard will be made and uniform
wages pald, so there will be no reason
in a logger golng froin camp to camp.
In all probability this will also spply
to the mills.

Employes of the local mills re-
celved the news with much pleasure.
for it was their contention they were
just as much entitled to the eight
hour day as was the shipyard crew.

A meeting of the workers in log-
ging camps and luymber mills will be
held in Portland Monday, and nt that
time it s expected that Colonel
Disque will have formulated for the
operation of the mills and camps
under the new ruling.
